RA - Research Natural Area - Manage areos for research and education and/or 
to maintain natural diversity on National Forest System lands. No timber 
harvest fill occur. 

PR -Primjtive Recreation - Provide recreation opportunities ond experiences 
outsideWi I d e r n « s s in unmodified natural environments vhere interaction vith 
other visitors is infrequent, ond the opportunity for independence ond 
closeness to nature is high. Timber harvesting is limited to insect and 
disease control. Roads are absent. 

MW - Enacted Municipal Watersheds - Manage enacted municipal watersheds 
to meet State Water Quajity Standards for domestic use. No timber harvesting 
sill be scheduled, but infested and diseased timber may be removed under 
conditions which safeguard the quantity and quality of water. Roads are 
limited to administer the municipal watersheds. 
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0G - Old-Growth Habitat - Maintain old-growth conifer habitat in its 
natural condition to benefit old-growth and associated fish and wildlife 
resources. No timber harvesting will be scheduled and roads will be located 
outside the area when possible. 

SP - S em i -p r i m j t i v e Recreation - Provide motorized and n o n-mo t o r i z e d recreation 
ortuni ties in natural and natural appearing environments where interaction

moderate to high. When present, roads are few and used primarily to expand and 
improve access to recreation o p p 9 r t u n i t j e s or to permit access to other parts 
of the Forest and other ownerships.

MODERATE DEVELOPMENT 

EF - Experimental Forests - Manage to provide a variety of long-term opportunities 
for Forest research and demonstration areas. Timber harvesting will occur only for 
these purposes. Roads will be developed to facilitate ongoing research. 

SV - Scenic Viewshed - Manage activities so they are not obvious when the 
landscape is viewed from land or marine travel routes, recreation sites, popular 
bays ond anchorages or small plane recreation routes. Timber harvesting and 
roads are limited by the landscape's

VT - Visual-Timber- Emphasize mantaining scenic guality. Timber harvesting 
and roads are permitted while meeting visual quality objectives of the area. 



RN - Roaded Natural/Rural Recreation - Provide recreation opportunities 
associated with motorized and n 0 n-mo t 0 r i z e d activities generally accessible by 
conventional motor vehicles on roads or by boat. Timber harvesting is allowed 
with priority to maintain existing recreation sites and protect proposed sites. 
Roads are permitted. 

INTENSIVE DEVELOPMENT 

TM - Timber Production - Manage the area to maintain and promote industrial 
wood production. These lands will be managed to advance conditions favorable 
for the timber resource and for moximum long-term timber production. 
are permitted. 



MM - M inerals - Encourage the exploration and development of mineral resources 
in areas having high potentjal for mineral commodities including nationally 
designated strategic and critical minerals. Until mineral activities are 
initiated, the area will be managed according to the management areo 
prescription indicated.
